CHAPTER XXXII. 

Degrees. 

A. — Faculty of Arts. 

Section 3 shall be deleted , and there shall be substituted the following : — 

3. The degree of M.A., may be conferred upon Bachelors of Arts of the 
University after the lapse of not less than one academic year from the date 
of their admission to the degree of B.A. It may be conferred either {a) after 
an examination, or (b) on the submission of a thesis to be approved by the 
Faculty of Arts, or (c) as a recognition of independent research in one or more 
of the subjects of the Faculty. 

C. — Faculty of Law. 

Section 2 shall be deleted, and there shall be substituted the following : — 

2. The degree of LL.B., shall be the primary degree in the Faculty of Law 
and shall be conferred only upon (a) Matriculated Students of the University 
who have for not less than three academic years pursued the approved courses 
of study and have passed the prescribed examinations for the degree, or (b) 
graduates of the University or of other Universities who have for one academic 
year after the date of their graduation pursued in the University an approved 
course of study in Law and passed the prescribed examinations. 

These Amendments to the Statutes are made by the Belfast Commissioners 
appointed under the Irish Universities Act, 1908, and are sealed with their 
Common Seal in pursuance of a Resolution passed by the Commissioners on 
the 12th day of May, 1911.
